We  celebrated  our  half-century  with  throwback  ties,  patches  on  sports' 
uniforms,  themed  grub  days,  our  first  Homecoming  weekend,  Alumni 
speakers  in  Evensong,  an  amazing  Gala,  a new  mascot,  lapel  pins  and 
birthday  cake.  I hope  your  memories  of  this  special  year  at  the  College 
will  be  with  you  always. 

The  Georgian  and  the  memories  contained  in  its  pages  are  a gift  that  you 
will  return  to  often.  I hope  you  will  look  back  on  this  year  of  celebration 
through  the  images  captured  here.  My  thanks  to  Mr.  Hutton  for  his 
ongoing  commitment  to  the  important  task  of  editing  and  publishing  the 
yearbook. 

I'd  be  remiss  in  not  acknowledging  that  in  the  midst  of  our  celebration, 
our  year  was  also  touched  by  loss  and  tragedy.  On  May  3rd  Lucas  Peel, 
a member  of  the  class  of  2007,  died  at  the  age  of  25  after  a battle  with 
cancer.  Lucas  was  a remarkable  young  man  an  artist,  an  athlete, 
a coach  and  a true  Georgian.  He  is  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  and  this 
edition  of  The  Georgian  is  dedicated  to  his  memory. 

As  always,  my  thanks  to  all  of  the  Staff  at  RSGC  for  challenging  and 
inspiring  each  boy  to  continue  his  journey  toward  the  best  version  of 
himself. 

To  my  boys  in  the  Class  of  2015,  my  gratitude  for  your  leadership  of  the 
College  and  my  congratulations  as  you  move  on  to  the  next  stage  of 
your  lives.

In  July  201 4,  four  Junior  School  boys  travelled  to  Cornwall,  England,  to  represent 
Canada  at  the  World  Final  ot  the  Kids'  Lit  Quiz.  Ryan  Flamilton,  Luca  Morgante, 
Stefan  Petrovic,  and  R.J.  Steele  spent  an  amazing  week  with  students  from 
seven  countries  who  like  to  read  as  much  as  they  do.  They  toured  castles  and 
monuments,  went  ocean  kayaking,  and  even  prepared  a Canadian  breakfast 
of  pancakes  with  maple  syrup  for  all  the  teams  on  the  last  day.  Teams  were 
quizzed  on  their  knowledge  of  children's  books:  everything  from  Norse  myths 
and  African  folktales  to  Harry  Potter  and  The  Hunger  Games.  In  the  end,  only 
five  points  separated  first  and  last  place.  These  boys  now  have  friends  around 
the  globe,  and  memories  to  last  a lifetime. 


Bosei  Gakujuku  Partnership 

The  agreement  allows  for  the  joint  planning  and  delivery  of  programs  to  de- 
velop understanding  of  different  cultures,  and  international  exchange  programs 
with  a focus  on  judo.  In  addition,  when  RSGC's  dedicated  judo  boys  visit  Japan 
for  the  annual  cultural  exchange  trip,  they  will  take  judo  classes  at  the  Bosei 
Gakujuku  and  receive  an  official  certificate  of  completion.

University  Educational  System,  came  to  Toronto  for  the  official  signing  ceremony. 
Professor  Hashimoto,  Sensei  Yamaguchi,  who  works  in  the  office  of  the  president 
of  Tokai  University,  Sensei  Asaka,  a former  national  champion  and  instructor  at 
the  Bosei  Gakujuku:  and  Sensei  Kashiwazaki,  a two-time  world  champion,  were 
thrilled  to  be  in  Toronto  to  solidify  the  relationship  with  RSGC.

For  5 days  we  worked  with  shovels  and  dirt,  rebar  and 
cement  to  begin  the  foundation  of  a new  house  for  an 
impoverished  fanfily  in  the  Pokhara  region  of  Nepal.  We 
were  celebrated  with  song,  dance  and  holy  paint  when  we 
arrived  and  again  on  our  departure. 

We  then  moved  on  to  a 2 day  trek  in  the  Annapurna 
mountains  where  the  parting  clouds  gave  rise  to  the 
remarkable  beauty  of  the  surroundings. 

Despite  sore  stomachs  and  dehydration,  the  experiences 
were  rich  and  our  great  fortune  in  leaving  just  weeks 
before  the  devastating  earthquakes  hit  some  areas  we  had 
visited  has  not  been  forgotten.  We  are  in  touch  with  the 
people  who  shared  that  part  of  our  lives  and  arc  happy  to 
report  that  they  are  all  physically  well  albeit  emotionally 
exhausted  and  fearful  for  their  future.
